or staffing assistance is not available.  6 

(c)  Services; access to funding. 7 

(1)  The Rural Economic Development Initiative shall provide the 8 

following services to small towns and businesses in rural areas: 9 

(A)(1)  identification of grant or other funding opportunities available 10 

to small towns, businesses in rural areas, and industrial parks in small towns 11 

and rural areas that facilitate business development, siting of businesses, 12 

workforce development, broadband deployment, infrastructure development, 13 

or other economic development opportunities; 14 

(B)(2)  technical assistance to small towns, businesses in rural areas, 15 

and industrial parks in small towns and rural areas in writing grants, accessing 16 

and completing the application process for identified grants or other funding 17 

opportunities, including writing applications for grants or other funding, 18 

coordination with providers of grants or other funding, strategic planning for 19 

the implementation or timing of activities funded by grants or other funding, 20

and compliance with the requirements of grant awards or awards of other 1 

funding.

(2)(d)  In providing services under this subsection, the Rural Economic 3 

Development Initiative shall give first priority to projects that have received 4 

necessary State or municipal approval and that are ready for construction or 5 

implementation. 6 

(d)(e)  Services; business development Priority projects.  The Rural 7 

Economic Development Initiative shall provide small towns and rural areas 8 

with services to facilitate business development in these areas. These services 9

Sec. 2.  OUTDOOR RECREATION FRIENDLY COMMUNITY PROGRAM 4 

(a)  Establishment.  The Outdoor Recreation Friendly Community Program 5 

(Program) is created to provide incentives for communities to leverage outdoor 6 

recreation assets to foster economic growth within a town, village, city, or 7 

region of the State.   8 

(b)  Administration.  The Program shall be administered by the Department 9 

of Forests, Parks and Recreation in association with the Agency of Commerce 10 

and Community Development. 11 

(c)  Selection.  The Commissioner of Forests, Parks and Recreation in 12 

consultation with the Agency of Commerce and Community Development and 13 

the Vermont Outdoor Recreation Economic Collaborative steering committee 14 

shall select communities for the Program using, at minimum, the following 15 

factors.

businesses; and 9 

(7)  community commitment to track and measure outcomes to 10 

demonstrate economic and social success. 11 

(d)  Incentives.  Communities accepted into the Program shall be offered, at 12 

minimum, the following incentives. 13 

(1)  preferential consideration to become part of the Vermont Trail 14 

System; 15 

(2)  preferential consideration when applying for grant assistance 16 

through the Recreational Trails Program and the Land and Water Conservation 17 

Fund Program; 18 

(3)  access to other economic development assistance if available and 19 

appropriate; and 20 
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(4)  recognition as part of a network of Outdoor Recreation Friendly 1 

Communities connected through a common branding and adherence to high 2 

standards of quality and service.  3 

(e)  Pilot project and appropriation.  A sum of $100,000.00 shall be 4 

allocated to the Agency of Commerce and Community Development to be 5 

administered in association with the Department of Forests, Parks and 6 

Recreation and used in support of pilot communities chosen by the 7 

Commissioner of Forests, Parks and Recreation to serve as a prototype for the 8 

Program.  The funding may be used for the following purposes. 9 

(1)  communitywide outdoor recreation planning, including assessment, 10 

mapping, and identifying possibilities and priorities; 11 

(2)  services of consultants and other technical assistance providers; 12 

(3)  public facing mapping and other informational materials; 13 

(4)  securing access; 14 

(5)  implementation of public access improvements; 15 

(6)  stewardship; 16 

(7)  marketing; and 17 

(8)  program administration. 18 

(f)  Reports. On or before January 15, 2019, the Commissioner of Forests, 19 

Parks and Recreation shall submit a report to the General Assembly detailing 20 

the progress made with the pilot project authorized under subsection (e) of this 21 
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section.  On or before January 15, 2020, the Commissioner of Forests, Parks 1 

and Recreation shall submit a report to the General Assembly detailing any 2 

measurable results of economic activity growth. 3
